Office action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 
Claims 1-40 are allowed in view of amendments. 



Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 

Applicant's comments and amendments are commensurate with the disclosures. 
Updated searches were performed on the amended claim language. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter. 

The closest US prior art VanErlach (20040204063) and Gellman 
(2002/0035536), neither anticipate nor render obvious the combination, inter alia.

The closest non-patent literature is Bridgelall, Enabling Mobile Commerce,
